Throughout the last year we have been thrilled to see sustained and growing interest in World and Ancient coins, 
especially pronounced in the Asian market, which continues to show impressive results time and again. Our 
December Hong Kong auction alone demonstrated a 50%+ sales increase from the prior event in June of 2017. 
These results are a true testament to both mounting collector interest and to the exceptional quality of material we 
are able to offer. 


Below you will find just a small sample of what there is to look forward to in our upcoming event: 


First and foremost, and certainly worthy of this auction’s spotlight, is an unquestionably extraordinary selection of 
specimens from the W&B Capital Collection. This collection was assembled with the lofty aim of reaching the apex of 
both rarity and grade and contains some of the very finest Chinese coins available today. Included in this group we 
find a stellar Kuang-hsu Dollar (1898-99) of the Chekiang Province, certified at what was a hitherto unheard of grade 
of MS66 by NGC. The next-highest example of this type grades a full two points lower, with only three examples total 
graded by NGC and PCGS combined. Also in this collection are a “Prooflike” Kiangnan 50 Cent piece from 1899 
graded MS62 PL, a 1929 Sun Yat-sen Matte Proof Pattern “Uunk” Dollar graded PR65, and more, including some 
absolutely sublime large Mint-State gold pieces from the earlier years of the Republic of China. The fact that other 
$100,000+ pieces cannot be included here, for brevity’s sake, truly soeaks to the immense gravity and importance of 
this collection. 


There are so many other interesting Chinese pieces in the sale, and certainly the list of even “the best” is too long to 
mention in full. However, some of our favorites include a choice example of the coveted “Long-Whiskered Dragon” 
Dollar from Year 3 (1911). This L&M-29 example grades a remarkable MS68 and is, in our opinion, perhaps the most 
visually alluring of all known examples of this tyoe, demonstrating a mesmerizing patina and an unmatched overall 
appearance. A Kwangtung Province 50 Cents piece (1890-1905), graded MS65, is also quite impressive, coming 
close to the finest ever graded, and representing the finest example of the type that we have ever offered. In addition 
to many other coins which cannot be overlooked, we find a quite special and beautifully-toned 1912 “High Stars” 
variety Memento Dollar, which enjoys the admirable distinction of being not only the finest graded, but also the only 
example of its type grading a lofty MS66. 


Despite the focus on Chinese coins, there is plenty of other material from around the world to excite. Among pieces 
in this category you will find a Korean Kuang Mu Year 6 (1902) 5 Chon, currently the highest graded at NGC, highly- 
graded Proof and Specimen 20 Cent pieces from the Straits Settlements, and both early and later date Mint-State 
Indian Mohurs from the reign of Queen Victoria. 


Finally, and to the great excitement of many of our bidders, this auction represents our first Hong Kong event to 
feature coins from the Ancient world. Accordingly, you will see several outstanding selections from this broad realm of 
coinage, including an MS Kingdom of Macedon Philip II Stater, a “Star’-designated Domitian Aureus, and much more. 


We truly hope that you will be as excited about the material contained herein as we are, and that you will realize an 
opportunity to bid and become an owner of one of the many rare and fascinating pieces in this sale. Please join us 
for lot viewing the week prior to the auction at our Hong Kong office, located at the Lidpo Center in the Admiralty 
Area of Hong Kong Island. The auction event, beginning June 29th, will take place both online and live at the Mira 
Hotel, Tsim Sha Tsui.

During his term as moneyer in 54 BC, Marcus Junius Brutus 
issued two denarius types that would prove to be remarkably 
prophetic in a decade’s time. This type celebrates his illustri- 
ous ancestors, including Lucius Junius Brutus, the first Consul 
of Rome, who in 509 BC initiated the conspiracy that overthrew 
the city’s last king, Tarquin the Proud. The reverse honors Gaius 
Servilius Ahala, who in 439 BC used a dagger concealed in the 
folds of his toga under his arm to slay Spurius Maelius, a wealthy 
patrician who had plotted to make himself king. In 44 BC, Brutus 
would undertake a conspiracy to slay another tyrant, Julius 
Caesar, in which the conspiring senators concealed daggers 
within their togas.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the 
Roman Forum.

According 
to tradition, the doors were kept open in wartime and closed 
during times of peace. The closing of the Temple doors was a rare 
event, even during the Pax Romana. In AD 66, having recently 
concluded a favorable peace treaty with Parthia, Nero closed the 
doors with great fanfare and marked the occasion on his coinage.

Domitian has gone down in history as a depraved tyrant, but the 
truth is rather more complicated. Of all his predecessors, his 
reign most closely resembles that of Tiberius - well begun, ably 
maintained, but ending in suspicion, dread, and slaughter. He was 
born in AD 51 to the respected senator and general Vespasian, who 
successfully seized and held the throne to conclude the civil wars 
of AD 68-69. As a young man, Domitian was largely overshad- 
owed by his older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped 
his dour, resentful character. When Titus died in September of 
AD 81 after only two years of rule, Domitian wasted no time in 
seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. Though 
not much of a soldier, he led a number of campaigns against 
the Germans that pushed the frontiers forward. This attractive 
aureus, one of the few that does not represent his patron goddess 
Minerva on the reverse, was struck for a “double triumph” cel- 
ebrated in AD 89, celebrating his German campaign of AD 88-89 
and a near contemporaneous “victory” over the Dacians. In truth 
both victories were rather questionable: The German campaign 
began as a rebellion against Domitian’s rule by the legions of the 
upper Rhine, put down with great difficulty, while the victory over 
the Dacians only came after a series of humiliating defeats.

While the treaty was 
largely ineffective, ultimately leading to the Second Opium War 
(1856-1860), it played a pivotal role in the West's cultural influ- 
ence in the East, as it was responsible for the secession of Hong 
Kong to the United Kingdom’s control, where it would remain for 
the next 156 years.

King Kojong assumed the title of Emperor Kuang Mu in 1897 
and struggled to preserve Korea’s independence during a tumul- 
tuous time in history when Korea faced successive threats by 
China, Russia, and Japan. Predating this was the Sino-Japanese 
War (1894-1895) when the Qing Dynasty of China and the Meiji 
of Japan were warring for dominance over Korea and, subse- 
quently, East Asia. Japan prevailed and the loss had devastating 
consequences in China that would culminate with the Xinhai 
Revolution of 1911. However, Japan’s position was almost imme- 
diately threatened by Russian influence which lasted until the 
Russo-Japanese War (1904-1905), at which time Japan estab- 
lished a direct protectorate over Korea.

Lots delivered to you, or your representative, are subject to all applicable state and local 
taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer.
